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11. continued: The amended claims 1, 45 and 46 raise 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph issues because the recitation "C11, C17 or C21 
hydroxy derivative thereof is indefinite. It is unclear what is meant by C11, C17 or C21 hydroxy derivative, because for example, 
progesterone does not have a hydroxy at C1 1 , C1 7 or C21 . The amended claims 1 , 45-46 indicate that C1 1 , C1 7 or C21 already has a 
hydroxyl group, and these groups are modified with the GnRH analogs. Therefore, the amended claims are indefinite under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph. 

Applicant argues that the amendment directed to "a C1 1, C17 or C21 hydroxy derivative" was discussed on January 14 and 17, 2008. 
However, during the conversations held on January 14 and 17, a C11, C17 or C21 alpha-hydroxyprogesterone was discussed. As 
described above, the amended claims are now unclear since not all of the steroid hormones have C1 1 , C1 7 or C21 hydroxy groups.
